Notice oF THE MEETING OF THE CONVOCATION. 


SAN JUAN, P. R., March 28, 1905. 


. In accordance with the provisions of the Canons of the Church, 
notice is hereby given that there will be held, in the Church of St. 
John the Baptist, in the city of San Juan, on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
May 9 and Io, 1905, the First Convocation of the Missionary District 
of Puerto Rico. 

The Convocation will begin with the corporate celebration of the 
Holy Communion, at 10:15 A. M., to be followed by the Bishop’s Address, 
Organization, Election of Secretary, Treasurer, Registrar, Standing 
Committee, Reports of Woman’s Auxiliary, Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, formation of other Committees, Guilds and Societies, Discus- 
sion and Action upon the United Offering of the Men of the Church 
at the General Convention in Richmond, in 1907, together with such 
other business as may properly come before the Convocation. The 
Reverend Clergy, the Teachers, Lay Readers, and other workers are 
requested to be present. Parishes and Missions will please send, each 
one, Two Lay Delegates elected at the Easter Monday Meeting, or 
else appointed by the Clergymen, to represent the Parishes or Missions, 
and to have a vote in the proceedings. 

The Offertory at the celebration of the Holy Communion will be 
for the work of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society in the 
United States. Hospitality will be provided.

In accordance with the notice sent out on March 28th by 
the Bishop, the clerical and lay delegates assembled in the 
Church of St. John the Baptist, San Juan. 

The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted 
by the Rev. Walter Mitchell, the Rector of the Church. The 
alms of the Offertory were appropriated for the work of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society in the United States. 


At 11 o'clock a. M. the Bishop, the Right Reverend James 
Heartt Van Buren, D.D., took the chair and called the Con- 
vocation to order. 


The election of a Secretary being in order, the name of Mr. 
George L. Nelson was proposed, and it was upon motion :— 


Resolved, That the Chair be requested to cast one ballot in favor 
of Mr. George L. Nelson as Secretary. 


On motion of the Rev. Walter Mitchell it was

- Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Walter Mitchell. 
At 9 o'clock A.M. the Bishop took the chair and called the 
Convocation to order. 


The minutes of the proceedings of the first day were read by 
the Secretary. 

Mr. Henry W. Dooley suggested the propriety of substitu- 
ting someone upon the Auditing Committee in place of Mr. 
George T. Waymouth, who had been elected Treasurer. 

The Bishop thereupon appointed the Rev. Walter Mitchell 
as member of the Auditing Committee in place of Mr. George 
T. Waymouth. 

The minutes were then approved as altered. 


The Bishop stated that the Constitution and Canons of the 
Diocese of West Virginia had been adopted by him as the 
Constitutions and Canons of the Missionary District of Puerto 
Rico subject to alteration by the Convocation, but suggested — 
that the new Constitution and Canons be not printed as the 
official Constitution and Canons till approved by the House 
of Bishops. 

The Rev. Walter Mitchell, for the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canons, presented the Constitution and Canons, and 
the Provisional Order of Business and Provisional Rules of 
Order, with alterations as recommended by the Committee, for 
adoption by the Convocation. | 

Upon motion of Mr. Henry W. Dooley, it was 


Resolved, That the report of the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons be accepted and placed before the Convocation for action. 


The Constitution with alterations was then discussed and 
adopted article by article, subject to approval of the House of 
Bishops. |

THE PUERTO RICAN BRANCH OF THE WOMAN’S 
AUXILIARY 


as follows :— 


I was appointed by the Bishop in October, 1903, at the request of 
the General Secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions, to act as Secretary for Puerto Rico. On March 22, 1904, the 
Parochial Branch of the Church of St. John the Baptist, San Juan, was 
organized, with 1I4 members. On January 29, 1905, the Parochial 
branch of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Ponce, was organized, with 
25 members. At Puerta de Tierra, the women of St. Luke’s Mission 
are about to organize. 

All the women of the branches will have mite boxes for their offer- 
ings for the next Triennial Offering, which amounts will be coilected 
semi-annually, and .placed in a bank until 1907. We have now 2 
branches, 39 members, 5 parochial and one diocesan officer. 

We are asked to contribute from the Woman’s Auxiliary of this Mis- 
sionary District, $15.00 this year toward the annual contribution of 
$100,000 for the general work of the Board of Missions. This amount 
we shall send soon, and it is the only contribution for this year which 
I have to report. 

On October 4th, 1904, there was much applause at the meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary in Boston, when it was announced that Puerto Rico 
. was represented by a delegate. I took with me samples of the drawn 
work made by the Parish Needlework Guild of Ponce, and some of 
it was sold and orders were received for more. Many letters have 
been received and answered, inquiring about the needs and conditions 
here. A number of boxes of clothing and supplies have been received 
and distributed. We thus occupy a dual position, as members of the 
Auxiliary, and recipients of its bounty. 

At the time of the United Offering, in Boston, October 6, I placed 
in the alms basin $17.80, being the amount of the contents of the mite 
boxes of a few members of the San Juan Branch, after only six months’ 
existence. I hope that at least $100 may be given in 1907. 

In response to an appeal which I have made in addresses at Boston 
and elsewhere, for a rectory fot the Parish at Bolondron, Cuba, I 
have received a substantial sum, which has been turned over to the 
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Treasurer of the Board of Missions, Bishop Knight having acknowl- — 
edged the same. J have encountered everywhere the same kind interest 
and desire to know more about our work in Puerto Rico.

The Canons, with alterations as recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Canons, subject to approval of the 
House of Bishops, were then discussed and adopted Canon by 
Canon, with the exception of Canon 8, which, upon motion of 
Mr. Henry W. Dooley, was laid on the table till after luncheon. 


The Rules of Order, with alterations as recommended by the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons, were discussed and 
adopted rule by rule. 


Upon motion the Convocation adjourned for luncheon till 
2.30 o'clock P.M. 


2.30 O'CLOCK P.M. 
The Bishop called the Convocation to order, and the Rev. 
Walter Mitchell presented a substitute for Canon 8, which was 
adopted. : 


Upon motion of the Rev. Walter Mitchell it was

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
To the Convocation of the Missionary District of Puerto Rico: 


There have been two meetings of the Standing Committee. The first 
was in April, 1904, at which meeting the Committee reported favorably 
on the admission of Mr. Leonard Read as a candidate for Priest’s 
Orders, and on the admission of Mr. A. E. Horton as a candidate for 
Deacon’s Orders. 

On the 31st of January, 1905, the Standing Committee met to sign 
Mr. Leonard Read’s papers for Ordination to the Diaconate. 
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During the past year the Standing Committee: lost the valued ser- 


vices of Mr. H. O. Wells, on account of his permanent departure from - 


the Island. Mr. W. V. Robbins was appointed by the Bishop to fill 
the vacancy.

fire oO Ss: CONVOCATION. ADDRESS 


To the Members of Christ's Body, the Church, in the Mission- 
ary District of Puerto Rico, Greeting:—Grace, Mercy 
and Peace be multiplied upon you. 

To-day marks an era of progress in our work. We are 
assembled in convocation for the first time, to perfect the 
organization of our forces; not only for the sake of further 
advance, but also for the sake of carrying out the law and prin- 
ciple of ecclesiastical life in virtue of which we are not a 
mere group of individuals, but a family; not a mere cluster of 
segregated parishes and missions, having no more cohesion 
than the dead timbers and fragments of wood that happen to 
have been piled up or thrown together haphazard; but as “a 
tree planted by the waterside,” whereof each Parish and Mis- 
sion is a living branch, some larger, some smaller, each made 
up of individuals who are as the twigs that bear the fruit, all 
deriving their life through the trunk which is the Holy Church, 
through which we are joined to the Root and Stem of David; 
and that Root and Stem is Christ. There is this difference 
between dead timber and the living tree; that the tree “bringeth 
forth her fruit in due season,” as the Psalmist says, and “‘its 
leaf shall not wither,’ as he further observes. 

In the Church thus organized every part is interested in 
every other part. No branch can prosper without adding to the 
beauty and fruitfulness of the whole tree, no new twig can be 
added without enlisting the sympathetic interest of all the 
existing branches. No part can suffer through misfortune or 
through the lack of vital connection with the Root, without in 
so far forth enfeebling the whole tree. 

In the laws or canons which we shall here adopt, it must be 
remembered, we are not creating the Church in Puerto Rico, 
we are not inventing principles for its guidance. We are sim- 
ply recognizing and declaring the principles which already 
exist, which have existed from the day when first a feeble mis- 
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sion was planted in the town of Ponce, some 35 years ago, by 
the Mother Church of England; principles which may have 
lain dormant until there was a sufficient degree of strength in 
the plant to assert and formulate the existing vitality, but 
which are the secret of past growth, the essential of future 
progress. 

In the four and a half years since the care of this work was 
entrusted to me, it has been necessary to do two things and only 
two, namely :—to nurse the existing missions, and establish new 
ones. But these two duties now involve an amount of detail 
which no one man alone can fulfil. The point of progress at 
which we find ourselves to-day could not have been reached had 
there not been faithful helpers to whose fidelity I take pleasure in 
acknowledging my obligation. The three Missions which I 
found here have become ten, in the four years past, with three 
vigorous Mission schools. The feeble have grown in strength, 
but this could not have happened had there not been cooperation 
on the part of many members. For this codperation, which 
is an essential principle of the Church’s life and growth, I 
thank God, and ask Him to reward all who have joined therein, 
not only here in this frontier and colonial possession, but also 
in the home land, where the hardest part of my duty has lain, in 
making known to people from one end to the other of the 
Church’s borders, the great need and opportunity open before 
us here. This has made it necessary that I should absent 
myself from the post of service to which I have been appointed, 
and for six months in the year go from parish to parish, and 
from city to city, asking the supply of your need. The 
response has been generous, the codperation has been willing, 
and the results of the work have now to be reviewed. May 
God bless and reward all those who have helped me, and have 
not turned away their faces from the voice of my appeal. By 
their coOperation, oftentimes, I know full well, at the cost of 
a willing sacrifice but a sacrifice still, we have been enabled 
to do the following necessary things. 

Starting out with the declared intention of raising $30,000 
for the Puerto Rico Equipment Fund, I have succeeded in 
raising some $28,000 of the amount, and have reason to believe 
the balance will not be long wanting. This has made it neces- 
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sary that I should speak and make public and private appeals, 
send out hundreds of letters, and thousands of circulars, pub- 
lish many magazine articles, and travel over much territory. 
I have had no vacation since I came to Puerto Rico in February 
of 1901, but have made, each summer, more than 100 addresses 
in the various parishes in the home land. 

With the funds thus gathered, every dollar of which has 
passed through the hands of the Treasurer of the Board of 
Missions, who has kept a strict account thereof, it being my 
habit never under any circumstances to accept a fiduciary 
trust without some such safeguard, the following expenditures 
have been made :— 

For the purchase of land and erection of this church building 
in San Juan, out of a total cost (not including the Sanctuary 
window nor the furnishings) of some $28,000, the Equipment 
Fund has supplied, in round figures, some $12,000. The bal- 
ance came as follows: From Mr. Geo. C. Thomas of Phila- 
delphia, $6,000; from a building fund raised here, $2,000, and 
on my own notes, $4,000. The balance, of -$4,000, was 
advanced by the Board of Missions and has in part been extin- 
guished by contributions for Puerto Rico, not otherwise 
designated. I believe there is a balance still awaiting that 
form of extinguishment of some $1500. Last summer I suc- 
ceeded in paying from the Equipment Fund $2,000 of my 
personal loan and $360 interest. Another note for $1,000, on 
which I borrowed that amount from a generous friend here 
in San Juan, is being gradually paid by the lender himself; and 
the remaining $1000, which was loaned to me by the late Mr. 
Dumaresgq, he left as a legacy to the Parish at his decease. 

Of the articles of church furnishing which have been placed 
here, many of my personal friends in the States have been the 
donors. The plan of this building, its architecture and details, 
were the subject of study during the two weary years while we 
were waiting for a lease to expire on the house which stood here 
when we bought. I accept the responsibility and the criticisms 
which this building may involve, it being due to the Vestry to 
state that the type of architecture employed was not in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the majority, they having consented to 
its erection under protest and in deference to my wishes. 
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Thus, to continue the history of the Equipment Fund, were 
expended toward the cost of the erection of this church about 
$12,000. 

In the opening and equipment of St. Luke’s Church in Puerta 
de Tierra, about $500. 

In necessary repairs of All Saints’ Church, Vieques, and in 
the purchase of a building that was being erected on land adja- 
cent to the church, about $500. 

For the purchase of a lot adjoining Church property in Ponce, 
which will forever prevent the shutting out of light and ventila- 
tion, by making the Church property face on three streets with 
a park on the south side, the Equipment Fund has supplied 
$4,000. 

In the purchase of land and erection of the Bishop’s residence 
in Rio Piedras, about $7,000. 

In the cost of raising the money of the Equipment Fund, I 
have spent some $1,500. 

There is on hand an unexpended balance, deposited with the 
Treasurer of the Board of Missions, of about $2,500. 

With this balance I am in possession of a beginning toward 
a number of enterprises, reference to which will be made later 
on. 

We have at the present time the following points at which 
we are holding services,.either in the form of Parish organiza- 
tions, or as Missions: (I try to follow the order of their ages) 


1 Ponce, Church of the Holy Trinity. Rev. Wm. Watson, Rector; 
Rev. Leonard Read, Assistant. 

2 Vieques, All Saints’ Church. Rey. J. N. Bean, Minister in Charge. 

3 San Juan, Church of St. John the Baptist. Rev. Walter Mitchell, 
Rector. 

4 Puerta de Tierra, St. Luke’s Mission; Rey. Walter Mitchell 
Minister in Charge. 

5 Ponce, Playa, St. Peter’s Mission. Rev. Wm. Watson, Minister in 
Charge; ‘Rev. Leonard Read, Deacon assisting. 

6 Ponce, (West end) St. Thomas’ Mission. Rev. Wm. Watson, Min- 
ister in Charge; Rev. Leonard Read, Deacon assisting. 

7 Central Aguirre, Mission of the Epiphany. Rev. Wm. Watson, 
Minister in Charge; Mr. Geo. L. Nelson. 

8 La Carmelita, St. Mary’s Mission. Rev. Wm. Watson, Minister 
in Charge; Mr. P. J. Cabrera, Missionary assisting. 

9g Esperanza, Hope Mission. Rev. Wm. Watson, Minister in Charge; 
Miss M. L. Fordham, Teaching assistant. 
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10 Mayagiiez, St Andrew’s Mission. Rev. David W. Bland, Minister 
in Charge. 


We have three flourishing Mission Schools, or Parish 
Schools, as follows :— 

1 In the parish of St. John the Baptist, San Juan. Miss Anna M. 
Reed, Teacher, assisted by Dolores Quifiones, with an enrollment 
of 75 children. 

2 In the parish of the Holy Trinity, Ponce. Miss Frances Cuddy, 
Teacher, and Miss Sarah Davidson, Parish Helper, having 50 pupils. 

3 At Esperanza. Miss Minnie L. Fordham, Teacher, with an enroll- 
ment of 30 children. At this point a night school for adults has 
also been held the past winter with some 25 pupils. 


For the maintenance of the Church’s work in Puerto Rico, 
the Board of Missions makes an appropriation of a little more 
than $10,000 a year. This appropriation is applicable only to 
the payment of salaries, the funds of the Board being insuff- 
cient for the acquirement of property. This is the reason why 
it is necessary for the Bishop to go north each year in quest 
of funds for the equipment and extension of the Church. All 
the property now held by us in Puerto Rico is vested in the 
Board of Missions, as Trustees, to hold the same for the use of 
the Church in Puerto Rico forever. | 

The funds of the Board of Missions are derived mainly 
from the contributions of the Parishes, in accordance with a 
system of apportionment, whereby each Parish is asked to con- 
tribute according to an estimate of its ability and willingness. 
For the first time, this Missionary District is asked this year to 
come into a share of this privilege, and to make a contribution, 
from the several Parishes and Missions, of $50. This amount, 
I see by a recent report of the Board, has nearly all been paid. 
Among the items of appropriation for the work here, the Board 
grants to the Bishop a discretionary fund of $400 a year. With 
this fund various needs of the Missions and Schools have 
been met. Under the Bishop’s house at Rio Piedras, I have 
had what I call an Episcopal carpenter shop. A native car- 
penter there has made, from designs which I gave him the past 
winter, some fourteen articles of Church furniture, including 
altars, lecterns, Prayer desks, etc. The cost has been about 
seventy dollars, and the value as indicated by catalogue and 
freight charges something like $200, effecting thus a saving to 
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the Missions and the Bishop’s discretionary fund of a consider- 
able sum. 

In view of the fact that the Board of Missions is facing a 
deficiency in its revenues amounting to about $125,000, as well 
as the fact that those revenues are raised by contributions of 
Parishes which have their own maintenance to provide for, and 
in view of the further fact that some of the larger Parishes of 
the Church do not contribute in proportion to their wealth, the 
bulk of the revenue being received from Parishes of moderate 
means, it is incumbent on us who enjoy the benefits of their 
sacrifice, to work along toward a measure of self-support as 
rapidly as circumstances will allow. I am happy to believe 
that this is being done in some of the Missions and Parishes; 
notably this one, in San Juan; and I would not be thought to 
ignore it in reminding you that the sooner we cease to be recipi- 
ents of the bounty of the Church, the sooner will other parts of 
the field be reached that are quite as needy as we, and that the 
road that leads to self-support is the road to self-respect. 

You will be asked to appoint a Committee, among others, to 
establish and increase an Endowment Fund for the support of 
a Bishop. ‘At present your Bishop receives none of his support 
from Puerto Rico, except as your apportionment, which is $50. 
this year, enters into the annual expenditures of the Board of 
Missions, and, in some small fragment, returns to you as a 
portion of the Board’s annual expenditure of a little over a 
million dollars for the cause of Missions in all the world. I 
venture to hope that this Committee will confer with the Treas- 
urer of the Board of Missions and obtain valuable advice as to 
the best way of helping in the support of the Episcopate in 
Puerto Rico. 

I have during the year visited each of the Parishes and Mis- 
sions above enumerated, as well as the schools; in some I have 
made more than one visitation, as will be seen from a perusal 
of the record of Episcopal Acts, which will be appended to 
this Address, when it is published. At present therefore I 
will confine myself to the list of Confirmations subsequent to 
the latest entry in the Journal of last year, which was dated 
August 31, 1904.

As the various Missionaries and Teachers are to have an 
opportunity, together with other workers, to tell of the work 
entrusted to them, at an appointed time to-morrow, I will not 
take time now to say more than this, that I know their work and 
wish the other members to know it too. I know their trials and 
their sacrifices, their courage, and the difficulties under which 
they are laboring, and I am sure it will give us all new strength 
and new hope to hear them, to sympathize with them, and to 
wish them God-speed. 

The Canons of the Church make it the duty of the Bishop to 
record his Episcopal acts, and it is customary to publish such 
record in connection with his annual Address. For further 
details of my work, therefore, I will refer you to the Journal, 
which will be published after the meeting of Convocation. 

A resident Bishop having been chosen and consecrated for 
Cuba, I am relieved of that extremely pleasant addition to my 
responsibilities, and I ask God to bless the new Bishop of Cuba, 
and those who labor with him in that most interesting Mis- 
sionary District. 

Turning from this imperfect outline of the past to the pros- 
pects of the future, I ask your attention to the following five 
places, where our Church services will be opened as soon as I 
can find the men and the means. 

(a) On the Military Road, some 7 or 8 miles west of the 
town of Bayamon, in the barrio of Candelario, where I am 
offered four acres of land, on condition that I build a church 
there within one year. I have visited the district and arranged 


to hold a Mission Service there next Sunday, and shall probably 
accept the offer. 
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(b) At Pueblo Viejo, a similar offer has been made and will 
probably be accepted. I am hoping to go there for a similar 
service on the following Sunday; that is, May 21. This 
might be connected with Candelario as one mission. 

(c) At Aguas Buenas, an offer of land has been made, with 
the promise of $50 toward the erection of a church. I hope 
to be able to accept this also. 

(d) At Semil, an hacienda not far from the town of Juana 
Diaz, an urgent request for the ministrations of the Church has 
come, and I am hoping to supply the need by making that point 
a mission in connection with the Mission at Aguirre, as soon 
as I can secure a clergyman for the work at the latter point. 

(e) At Hormigueros, Mr. Bland thinks of establishing the 
Church as soon as his work at Mayaguez will allow. 

Besides these points of growth in the numbers of our Mis- 
sions, | am negotiating for the enlargement of the church at 
Vieques to double its present capacity. This work I expect 
will be done at once. Under Mr. Bean, the Minister in Charge 
for the past 26 years, much faithful service has been rendered 
at Vieques, which it is a pleasure to recognize. But Mr. Bean 
having entirely lost the use of his eyes, I have obtained for him 
a pension which will enable him to retire, the Rev. Mr. Leonard 
Read taking up the work at that point as soon as I can ordain 
him to the Priesthood, he having been ordained Deacon by me 
on the 2d of last February, in the Church of the Holy Trinity, 
Ponce. 3 

At La Carmelita, steps have been taken, and land secured on 
a 99 years’ lease, for the erection of a suitable church, and the 
laying out of a burial ground, it being necessary now to carry 
the dead from that place to Ponce, a distance of some 15 miles, 
mostly by mountain trail where no wheeled vehicle can pass. 
I have made an appropriation of $100 toward this church 
building, and am expecting to help along the work as fast as 
means at my disposal will permit, until the whole is completed. 
Thanks are due to Mr. Van Leenhof and to the Company of 
La Carmelita, and are gratefully rendered. 

On the lot recently acquired by purchase, in Ponce, I am 
expecting, with the codperation of the Rector, Wardens and 
Vestrymen, to begin the erection of a suitable School building 
and Teacher’s house, as soon as plans can be perfected. The 
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Church building there is sadly out of repair, and I am hoping 
soon to get the funds necessary for the erection of a new one. 
But the work which seems most conspicuous in its need is the 
Church Hospital. In the outskirts of the city of Ponce, we 
have bought four cuerdas of land, high and well adapted for 
the purpose, where it is contemplated to erect the Memorial 
Hospital of St. Luke, the Beloved Physician, in memory of 
Dr. Charles Henry Thomas. Thomas was my room-mate at 
Yale College, many years ago, and in my senior year, when I 
fell sick with typhoid fever, he put aside all other duties, and 
gave himself to the care and nursing of his sick friend and 
class-mate. It is due to his care and attention, together with the 
ministrations of other well-remembered friends, that I regained 
my health, under the providence of Almighty God, and it is 
only right that I should do what I may be able to perpetuate his 
memory, by continuing the work of healing the sick, to which he 
gave the best years of his noble, self-sacrificing life. Of the 
need of good hospitals in that part of Puerto Rico I need not 
speak at length. It is planned to make this a hospital of up-to- 
date features, whose benefits shall be bestowed on those who 
need them, regardless of race, creed, political or any other dis- 
crimination. The plan involves probably some years of work 
and the raising of one hundred thousand dollars, of which half 
is for the buildings and equipment, and the other half for an 
endowment, the income to be expended in maintenance of the 
hospital. It is expected that the revenue arising from the fees 
paid by such as are able to pay, will be sufficient to meet the 
balance of the expenses. A Committee has been formed, con- 
sisting of the Bishop, the Rector of Holy Trinity Church, the 
Physician (Dr. Carl Vogel), and the two Wardens of the said 
Parish, who are to serve as the local board of Trustees. The 
title to the land is already vested in the Board of Missions. 
Among the things that will occupy your attention is what is 
known as the Thank Offering of the Men of the Church for the 
300 years of Church Life in this: western hemisphere. This 
offering will be made at the next General Convocation, which is 
to be held at Richmond, Va., in October, 1907. The Women 
of the Church made their triennial offering for Missions last 
October, and it reached the sum of $150,000. They are in the 
habit of making such offerings every three years, although 
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this is the largest amount they have ever given. It is devoted 
to the training and support of women workers in the Mission 
field. The Children of the Church make an offering of more 
than $100,000 each Leat. Last year their Lenten offering, for 
general missionary work, amounted to $117,000. The returns 
for this year are not all in. 

Now, granting that what the women and children give is 
supplied by the men, (which is not true entirely, but has 
some truth in it,) the time seems to have come for the men of 
the Church also to be up and doing something on their own 
part and of their own free-will. It is hoped that the offering 
at Richmond will reach the sum of $500,000; and there is 
nothing startling in that idea, when once it is remembered 
how abundantly money is spent by the sons of the Church for 
business enterprises or for pleasure. And in case such a hope 
should be realized, perhaps it may be made possible for the 
Treasury of the Board of Missions to so supply the needs of 
the various parts of the Mission field, that the Missionary 
Bishops will not be obliged to leave their proper duty and 
become financial agents for the solicitation of the funds where- 
with to meet the requirements of the advancing frontier line 
of the Kingdom of God. | 

Under the provisions of the General Canons of the Church, I 
selected, when I hecame bishop, the Constitution and Canons 
of the Diocese of West Virginia to be and continue our law, 
as far as applicable, until the House of Bishops otherwise order. 
A new draft of a Constitution and Canons has now been pre- 
pared by me, which you will be asked to consider, amend and 
adopt, subject to the approval of the House of Bishops which 
meets in New York, June 8. I will not at present occupy your 
attention with any discussion of these proposed enactments, 
excepting to say that since they will provide for the appoint- 
ment or election of various customary officers and committees, 
I trust that those who find themselves thus called to new ser- 
vice will feel that the call is not of men but of God, and that 
each will honor. his office by an earnest and faithful discharge 
of its responsibilities. The Church in Puerto Rico has enjoyed 
the codperation, as I have said, of many fellow-workers, 
whereby it has advanced, not rapidly perhaps but surely and 
safely. In extending that codperation we shall multiply our 
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strength. This is not a mere “clergyman’s church.” It 
requires the service of every member. There is no obligation 
resting on a minister to be at his post'in the chancel which does 
not require the presence of every man, woman and child in 
the pew, on the committee, in the guild, at the auxiliary, or 
wherever the duty may be. 

To the end that you may be intelligent workers in the Mas- 
ter’s Vineyard, I do earnestly and affectionately recommend 
that every family subscribe for and read some Church paper. 
The Spirit of Missions, at $1 a year, is within the reach of all. 
The Churchman, Church Standard, Living Church, Southern 
Churchman,—some one of these excellent publications should 
be in every house, if you are to know anything whatever of 
the progress and affairs of the Kingdom of God. I have been 
pained to find how many of our Church people neglect this 
means of informing themselves in regard to the subject of 
deepest importance. In a Baptist, Methodist or Presbyterian 
family, a denominational paper seems to be regarded as a neces- 
sity, and the necessity is recognized and met; but in many of 
our Church families it is not so. It seems to be assumed that 
accurate Church information may be evolved from the inner 
consciousness or absorbed from the secular newspaper. This 
is an egregious mistake, resulting in a startling amount of 
misinformation or absolute ignorance touching things of most 
vital interest and importance, on the part of people otherwise 
well informed. 

The time has come when it is a disgrace to a Churchman to 
know about the Japanese generals and not even to know the name 
of the American Bishop in Japan; to know about the wheat 
product of Dakota and be ignorant of Bishops Hare and Mann; 
to be posted concerning the gold mines of Alaska and devoid 
of information touching the heroism of Bishop Rowe; to know 
of the acts of Congress and not to know of the Chicago- 
Lambeth Declaration of the Principles of Christian Unity. 
Inform yourselves, be zealous with a zeal that is “according to 
knowledge.” Thus will your service reduplicate its efficiency 
and your fighting be not as the fighting of “one that beateth 
the air.” 

Should this lead to a deeper study of the Church’s history, 
her doctrines, discipline and worship, so much the better. 
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Should it lead to the discovery that theology is not a dead sub- 
ject, and worship no lost art, should it reveal the fact that relig- 
ious thought is keeping pace with the advancing progress of 
science, that also would contribute to the sum total of your 
happiness, since it might make you aware that the limited appre- 
hension of divine truth which belonged to a former and more 
limited age has been outgrown, and that there is a larger grasp 
of the beauty and truth and power of the ancient gospel in 
the minds of thinking and reading Christians to-day than ever 
existed before. The truth has not changed in religion any 
more than in science. But men have climbed to higher alti- 
tudes, and their vision is wider and clearer thereby. Narrow 
and bigoted misconceptions have been largely abandoned. We 
live in a time of freer ventilation. It is the duty of a well- 
informed Christian to know and rejoice in this. 

As you take up the discussions of this Convocation, and 
address yourselves to its varied work, may the counsels of fra- 
ternity, wisdom and love prevail. And may God’s Holy Spirit 
be with us now and always.

RULES, OF “ORDER. 


I. The usual courtesies of parliamentary observance shall govern at 
all times. 

II. No person shall speak more than twice in the same debate, with- 
out leave of the Convocation nor more than once until others desiring to 
speak shall have spoken, but the mover of a resolution shall have the 
privilege of closing the debate. 

III. All special committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise specified in the motion calling for appointment of the com- 
mittee. 
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IV. No motion shall be entertained unless and until reduced to writ- 
ing, and seconded by another than the mover, and handed to the Secre- 
tary, with the mover’s name appended. 

V. When a question is before the Convocation, it shall be in order 


(a) To lay on the table. 

(b) To postpone to a fixed time. 

(c) To postpone indefinitely. 

(d) To limit debate by taking a vote at a fixed time, or by - 
a vote determining the time allowed for each speaker. 

(e) To commit. 

(f) To amend. 


Motions for any of these proceedings shall be in the order of precedence 
as named, and a question on any of these shall be decided before the 
original motion, which shall then be put, as altered or not. 

VI. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they 
are proposed. A motion amending an amendment may be entertained, 
but no second amendment to an amendment can be entertained. A sub- 
stitute for the whole may be received and acted upon, provided the sub- 
stitute be on the same subject. 

VII. A motion to lay on the table is to be taken at once without 
debate. 

VIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order when no member 
is speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 

IX. The president shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Convocation, in which case a majority or a tie shall sustain 
the president’s decision. 

X. With the consent of the Convocation, the mover may at any time 
withdraw a motion which has not been put on its passage, in which case 
it shall not appear upon the Minutes. 

XI. An address or communication from the Bishop shall be in order 
at any time. 

XII. A motion to reconsider may be made by one who has voted in 
the majority on its passage, but such motion can be carried only by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present. 

XIII. At the request of the president, or on motion, the Convocation 
may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole. 

XIV. Ina vote by Orders, if the delegates from a parish or mission 
are equally divided, the vote shall be cast, and marked “divided.” And 
such vote shall not be considered as affecting the decision of the question 
one way nor the other. 

XV. A constitutional quorum consists of one-third of each Order, 
or representatives from a majority of the parishes and organized missions 
of the Convocation. Such quorum is necessary for the transaction of 
business, but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 

XVI. All elections shall be by ballot. 

XVII. For the suspension of the Rules of Order, or for the change 
of the Order of Business, the consent of two-thirds of the members 
present at the meeting shall be necessary.

He also stated that it was unfortunate that we havea 
book of the chants and canticles which does not conform 
to the present version of the Prayer Book nor to the 
former one, these two also being unlike one another.

REPORT OF THE PUERTO RICAN BRANCH OF THE 
WoMAN’S AUXILIARY. 


To the Convocation: 

On the 25th of February of this year (1906) the Bishop 
asked me to act as Mrs. Van Buren’s deputy as Secretary 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary in Puerto Rico, during her illness 
and consequent absence from the Island. 

Since that time very little has been done. I have receiv- 
ed the semi-annual contribution of the mite-boxes for the 
Triennial Offering from the three Branches, amounting to 
£28.40, which I have forwarded to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Missions, the receipt for which has been received 
and placed on file. Ihave also received $2.75 annual 
dues paid by the Branch of St. John the Baptist, San 
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Juan, to the Secretary of the Missionary Jurisdiction, 
which will be applied to the amount Puerto Rico is asked 
to give this year toward the annual contribution of 
$100.000 for the general work of the Board of Missions. 
Last year this Missionary District gave $15.00 toward 
this pledge, and this year we are asked to give $25.00. 
This amount will be sent in before September. 

On the first Sunday in August last year a Branch was 
organized at St. Luke’s, Puerta de Tierra, with fourteen 
members, And on last Sunday, May the 6th, a Junior 
Branch. to the Woman’s Auxiliary was organized at the 
same place, with 11 members. 

We have now two Branches (the Ponce Branch having 
been reported discontinued) 27 members, 8 parochial and 
one diocesan officer; and one Junior Branch with 11 mem- 
bers and a Director.

Wim. Watson and the Rev. F. Caunt, a former rector of 
the Parish, uniting in the laying-on-of-hands. Mr. Read 
- carries with him to Vieques, the same consecrated spirit 
and activity of service which had already made him so 
well-beloved in Ponce. He has won the confidence of his 
new flock, and they recognize in him a true, earnest and 
faithful pastor, as was to have been expected by all who 
knew him. - 
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It is expected that there will be several additions to our 
ranks in the not distant future, as I have made applica- 
tion to the Board of Missions, for appointinents to the 
charge of St. Mary’s, La Carmelita; at Culebra where land 
is Offered for a chureh, and at St. Luke's Church. Puerta 
de Tierra, at which latter place the Rev. Walter Mitchell 
of San Juan, has been giving freely of his service. The 
Rev. Charles E. Snavely, of the Diocese of Pittsburgh, has 
been appointed to the charge of St. Luke’s and is to ar | 
range for such occasional services at Candelaria, in the: 
Bayamon District, as the distance will permit, with a view 
to organizing the work there and securing a chureh build- 
inh for the land which has been @enerously offered. At 
Puerta de Tierra also it is hoped to secure a building site 
and erect a church as soon as means will allow. 

At Mayaetiez, where, for more than a vear, the Rey. 
David W. Bland has been carrving on, with most eratity- 
ing success, the only exclusively Spanish work we have in 
the Island, a parish school has been begun, Srta. Matilde 
Martinez having been appointed as teacher. who, under 
the guidance of the rector, is bringing forward the school 
to such a degree, that it will soon become necessary to 
institute a higher grade of studies and seeure another 
teacher. 

Miss Minnie L. Fordham has been transferred to Ponce 
from La Carmelita. where she had been dome pioneer 
work of great value. She is at work in the parish school 
in Ponce. with Miss Cuddy, where it is expected that the 
new building will be instrumental in making it possible 
for the work to grow as it never could, in the limited 
quarters in which Miss Cuddy has been faithfully at work 
under great disadvantages. 

We are to lose the services of Miss Woodruff, and Miss 
Weidensee at San Juan: Miss Davidson, of Ponce, is ap- 
pointed to duty at Vieques. To all of these we offer our — 
thankful recognition of services rendered, and our best 
wishes for the future, wherever the hand of Providence may 
lead them. 

These are all the changes in our working forces—up to 
the present time, with the sole exception of the Rey. Mr. 
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Bean, at Vieques, who, im his retirement. now completed 
by the appointment of Rev. Mr. Read to the full rector- 
oship, sets us all an example of cheerful patience, in his 
blindness, and teaches us again to remember, when active 
service is denied us, that ‘They also serve who only stand 
and wait.” 

And vet it must not be thought that we are unmindfu! 
of that long, daily growing longer, list of fellow-labour- 
ers, both men and women, who in various capacities, help 
us in the parish, on the committee, in the Sunday School, 
choir, and in other organized, and individual spheres, 
wherem Christians may hear and obey the call, “Go work 
im my vineyard.” 


The past vear has not witnessed many ehanges in our 
machinery and apphances, but those which have taken 
place, are in the way of additions, and they are important. 
At Mayagiiez we have acquired, by renting, a newly fit- 
ted and commodious school; at La Carmelita we havea 
lease pending signature, wherby we secure for ninety-nine 
vears, a large tract of land, admirably situated for future 
posibilities in the way of mission buildings, a part of the 
land having already. been fenced off and set apart, by 
eonsecration for the purposes of a burial ground. Steps 
are also being taken for the transfer to the Board of Mis- 
sions as trustees, of another generous gilt Gf some four or 
five acres of land at Candelaria, in the Bayamon district, 
already mentioned, where it is hoped to place a Church, a 
schoo! and a rectory some day, within the near future. 


The most notable addition to our equipment: however, 
is the new school and parish hall, here in this parish of 
the Holy Trinity, Ponce. The rectory has been moved 
back from the street, and raised to a height sufficient to 
permit these valuable adjuncts to the parochial efficiency 
to be placed underneath the rectory, which has thus been 
rendered doubly valuable as a residence. The expense of 
renting a school building is stopped, and the inconvenience 
of housing the guild in the rectory is removed. All this 
has been accomplished at an outlay of a little over 
%3,500., the contribution of generous friends in the States,

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through the ‘Puerto Rico Kquipment and Church Extension 
Funds. ; 

The local Committee on the Memorial Hospital of St. 
Luke, the Beloved Physician, scon to be erected in the 
western suburbs of Ponce, has been actively at work all 
winter, perfecting the design and placing the building 
contract. Plans for the Hospital, submitted from various 
sources, have been attentively considered, and those of 
Mr. Manuel VY. Domenech, of Ponee, chosen as by far the 
most artistic and best adapted to carry out the purposes 
of a thoroughly modern and well-appomted hospital. It 
is proposed to erect as much of this design as the funds in » 
hand will allow; and it is believed that, onee under way; 
this institution will be one in which all Churehmen will 
take satisfaction, and that it will prove at onee an ormma- 
ment and a blessing to the city and vicinity of Ponce. Its 
benefits will be restricted to no race or creed, but it will 
be open to the sick who need it, without distinction, and 
it will do asmuch free and charitable work for the healing 
of the poor, as its means and facilities will permit. : 

No feature of our work presents greater difficulty than 
that of making; known our message in the language OF 
the people. That we have a message which the people oi 
Puerto Rico need to hear is abundantly evident; that they 
will hear and receive our message, providing we can 
overcome the barrier of language is made clear by our 
experience at La Carmelita and at Mayagiiez. In these 
places the only apparent limit to the Church’s effective- 
ness is the limit of human strength, financial resources 
and equipment. 

In view of the tokens, it becomes moreand more urgent- 
ly our duty to acquire facility in the use of the Spanish 
tongue. We should not permit ourselves to be content 
with “just enough Spanish to get along with.’’ Famuliar- 
ity with the Spanish grammar should be followed by con- 
stant practice with the natives in conversation, an ac- 
quaintance with the best Spanish writers both classic and 
contemporary, a correct pronunciation, and indeed a 
habit of literally “thinking in Spanish.” ‘This is a work _ 
which will doubtless require years for its perfect accomplish- 
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ment, and it will often find us ina discouraged frame.ot 
mind. But when ‘it is remembered how many people of 
Puerto Rican birth have acquired good English by a few 
vears of residence in the States, it should encourage us to 
believe that we can acquire equal fluency in the far less 
diffieult Janguage of this Island. Snecess in this study 
willlead to such appreciation of our efforts as will find 
expression in the words of the Pentecostal birthday of the 
Catholic Church, *‘We do hear them speak in our own 
tongue wherein we were born, the wonderiul things of 
God.”’ 

But we shall not have to wait for perfect knowledge oi 
the Castihan language, tosee the fruits of our ministry, 
if we will but speak to the hearts of the people by means 
of kindness and love unfeigned, in the well-understood 
though unwritten language of the Christian hfe and con- 
duct and character. This is a hght which cannot be hid- 
der. even under the strangeness of an alien tongne. 

Our Saviour said, concerning the dominant religious 
system of the time in which His ministry was spent ,‘‘] 
am not come to destroy the works of the law, but to ful- 
fil.” In a similar spirit we are here, not to antagonize 
that imperfect form of catholicity which we find in evidence 
here, but to fulfil its imperfections, by ministering to all 
who will recive them, the pure word and sacraments of 
the gospel. Not to destroy the portion of the truth which 
the people already possess, but to fulfil that which is lack- 
ine. Where the materialistic philosophy of the mediaeval 
scholastics has combined with the Tridentine decrees to 
diminish the spiritual significance of creed and sacrament 
and dogma, it is our privilege, as members of the one, 
holy, catholic and apostolic Church; to fulfil and translate 
into life and language, the manifold grace and wisdom ot 
God. By patient explanation of the name Protestant 
Episcopal, as our legal designation, and by showing to 
the intelligent people of this Island, that one must be a 
protestant against error and oppression, in order to be 
truly eatholic, we not only disarm criticism but justify — 
our claim that we possess all that belongs toevery system 
of Christian fellowship, so far as it is true and right and 
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that our errors are not inherent in our Church, but m our 
ownimperfect and limited apprehension of the greatness of 
the Chureh whieh is the one unbroken body of Christ. the 
blessed company of all faithful people. 

Another feature of our work which presses on the con- 
science of every right-minded missionary, is the fact that 
we are to such an extent dependent for support on the 
gifts of our brethren of the Church in thebomeland,. Entire 
self-support cannot be expected for a long time to come; 
but it should be our concern to ask as little outside aid 
as our circumstances will permit, to practice such economy 
as may be consistent with the effective presentation of our 
worship and our work, remembering that it was in the 
days when the Church was poor, that it was “making 
many rich,” and that when it had nothing, it was still 
posseessing’ all things.” [It should be remembered that 
the Board of Missions is not a depository of unlimited 
resources, from which people have a right to draw who 
are able to meet the expenses attending the ministrations 
of the Church. [t is simply the organized and authorized 
agency for applying the offerings of the Church for the 
extension of the Kingdom  of-God in places where that 
“Aimegdom is weak or unknown. It should be our privilege 
therefore to meet our apportionment with a glad and will- 
ing mind, and evento far exceed what is asked of us, as we 
have done durmg the two years when we have been ap- 
portioned a definite sum to contribute. 

Circumstances rathr than any determination of our own, 
have caused us to adopt the apostolic plan of church: 
extension, We have thus been strengthening central 
points, rather than multiplying mission stations. It is 
well that this should be our policy, in order that when we 
present the services of the Chureh for the acceptance of- 
the people, it may be done with strength and with the 
dignity that is becoming. But I wish to remind you that 
no centre of Church life is strong that is not a radiating 
eentre of missionary activity, giving off of its own power 
~ and fullness to all the vicinitv. From each of the four 
strong centres of our Church herein Puerto Rico, weshould 
reach out to the people who live near enough to be reaeh- 


- 
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ed, the hand of blessing and the privileges of worship 
Ww hich we prize, and which to sogreat an extent are being 
handed on to us from other strong centres in the home 
land. I recommend, brethren, that you who are inechar xe 
of these missions and parishes, try to establish in your 
neighborhoods, meeting places in private houses or in 
halls, where you can gather together for simple services 

of prayer, Bible Badin and praise, such of the people as 
you can reach with vour increasing knowledge of the lan- 
guage, and with the Spanish translation of the Prayer 
Book. 


I should not je2l that I had done my duty if I gave no 
expression to the strong convictions which I entertain 
in regard to a matter now exercising the thought and 
attention of Church people and others in the home land. 
The facts are these. The Rev. A. 8. Crapsey, D.D., of 
Rochester, N. Y., having preached and published certain 
sermons, in which expression was given to opinions touch- 
ing the nature of our Lord seeming to indicate unsound- 
ness in the faith, a Committee was appointed to investi- 

gate and report whether he should be put on trial. They 
repor ted that while some of his expressions were open to 
criticism, the C ‘ommitee did not feel that there was eround 
for presenting him for trial for heresy. A minority of the 
Committee dissented from this report, and reported that 
in their opinion grounds existed for a trial. I desire to 
record my conviction as a Bishop in the Church of God, 
that, while Ihave not the slightest sympathy with the 
supposed erroneous teaching of Dr. Crapsey, so far as I 
have read his book, yet that I believe those errors are 
more in the form of expression than in the substance, 
and that certain other expressions seem to indicate a deep 
and devout recognition of our Lord’s divine nature. But 
apart from any question as to the merits of the case, I'do 
deplore the decision of the ecclesiastical authorities of the 
Diocese of Western New York to bring Dr. Crapsey to trial, 
after his acquittal by the Committee, which trial is going 
on at the time these words are being written. I cannot 
but regard this as a misfortune whichever way the trial is 
decided. A conviction will raise a great many questions 
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as to the fairness of the court, an acquittal will make it 
appear that unsoundness in the faith is of no account, 
and will leave the Bishop and Standing Committee of that 
diocese in a most awkward position. But more than this, 
I feel very strongly that trials for heresy are not the way 
to defend the faith. There are gentler ways, more Christ- 
like ways; and when a man solemnly vows at his ordina- 
tion to minister the faith as this Church hath received the 
same, recites the Creed of the Church in both its forms, 
and declares that he accepts the faith in all sincerity, it is 
not wise to bring him to trial. if an occasional utterance 
seems to be out of harmony with those statements. Es- 
pecially is this true when it can be shown, as in the present 
instance, that the offender, in other passages, has himself 
contradicted his own errors or supposed errors. 


A periect faith, it seems to me, should include a strong 
belief in the indestructibility of the truth. We need have 
no fear for the faith. Nothing can make it untrue, no 
weapon that is fashioned against itean prosper. But by 
calm and patient presentation of the matter it is far more 
likely that persuasion will follow than by attempting to 
punish and drive out of the ministry one who declares that 
he holds the faith, however unfortunate some of his modes 
of expression may seem. : 

And not only should we have the most profound rever- 
ence for and confidence in the truth, we should never for- 
get that the Kingdom of God is not to be propagated by 
sword and fire and fagot, but by the spiritual weapons 
of a wartare that is not carnal. ‘‘In meekness instructing 
them that oppose themselves,’ is always a good rule to 
follow. For it is as sure as the truth itself, that the only 
victories worthy of the Christian are the victories of the 
pure in heart, of the true and patient disciple of Him who, 
“when He was threatened, threatened not again, but com- 
mitted Himself to God, as unto a faithful Creator.” Re- 
ligious.controversies settle no question, and ‘‘the servant 
of God must not strive, but be gentle, apt to teach.”’ 

Appended to this Address, will be given the canonical 
list of my episcopal acts. I regret that so much of that 
journal records my days and nights of pilgrimage in places 
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far distant from my rightful post, appealing to the hearts 
of the friends who have helped me in raising funds neces- 
sary for the prosecution of our work, or rather for the 
tools and appliances wherewith to build up, in this part 
of the field. the temple of our holy faith. But such absen- 
ces have been necessary, and they are a part of my duty, 
the hardest part, I wish it understood,and I shall not 
shrink from anything that wears the name of duty, be it 
hard or otherwise while God gives me strength to perform it. 

To summarize my official acts, I beg to report that I 
have 
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In closing, I desire to offer to the rector of the Chureh of 
St. John the Baptist, in San Juan, and to his congrega- 
tion, my hearty congratulations on the splendid record of 
the last two years. Not only have they more than met 
their part of the missionary apportionment, and paid one 
half of the stipend of the rector, and met all the expenses 
incidental to the administration of an important parish, 
but by their efforts they have succeeded in augmenting the 
organ fund which was begun before the present incumbent 
came, until it is now complete, and the day is not far dis- 
tant when a pipe organ will be in place there, lending its 
rich tones to the better rendering of the services of the 
Church. Such an example is a pleasant thing for us to 
consider, and it marks a measure of sacrifice and devotion 
which deserves our recognition and our praise. 

And while thus rejoicing with them that rejoice and 
weeping with them that weep, may we all be of one heart 
and one mind, bearing one another’s burdens, and so ful- 
filling the law of Christ.

REPORTS OF CHURCH WORK AND WORKERS. 


St. Andrew’s Church, Mayagitiez. 

Cpened in March 1906.—The first services were in English, in a 
private house. These were poorly attended. In Aprii, we gave 
up this room and rented an old coffee warehouse in a’ thickly 
populated barrio at the southern end of the town. This we fitted 
up for Church purposes, and we have now a Mission Room which 
for comfort, nNeatness, cleanliness and churchly appearance, can 
compare favorably with many others of more pretensions. 

In this room, named La Iglesia de San Andrés, the Bishop held 
the first service, that of the Holy Communion, on May 21, 1906. 
‘There were only four communicants, all Americans; but, at the 

“door were some few Puerto Ricans looking on, hardly if at all 
understanding the import of the transformation in the old coffee- 
store. During the folowing week a circular of invitation in 
Spanish was issued, and on the 28th we began services in that 
language, with a congregation of 150 persons, of whom the ma- 
jority came through pure curiosity, and some for the deliberate 
purpose of annoying us and disturbing the services. : 

From that day the services of the Church have been regularly 
earried on, without interruption; Morning and Evening Prayer 
with sermon, on Sundays; with other services and instruction 
during the week. The sacraments have also been regularly admin. 
istered. 

In January of the present year there was a class of fourteen 
confirmed, there are also several at the present time desirous of 
confirmation, and we have a congregation mostly of adults, 
averaging 70 in number. We have 167 children on the Sunday 
School roll, with an average attendance of 114. They are well- 
behaved, attentive and satisfactory in their lessons. 

In February, the Board of Missions made an appropriation for 
the rental of a school building and the employment of a native 
teacher. Miss Matilde Martinez has been employed, and she has 
52 children. The building will also be used in the evenings for 
lectures and social church gatherings. 

The present is the day of sinall things, but when the little one 
becomes a thousand, San Andrés, Mayagtiez will be a strong 
native church, and an influential center, not of sectional, but of 
catholic truth.

In or about the vear 1874, one Zaccheus Anderson, @ carpenter, 
from the Island of Santa Cruz, came to Vieques, and personally 
eonducted Church services, to the great comfort of the many 
English laborers resident there. He was followed, some years 
later, by a Mr, John James Haddock, a native of Tortola, who 
continued the good work, and opened a school. He continued 
to hold services and conduct his school until about £881. 

About this same time, there there was on one of the smaller 
islands, a revenue officer, named Joseph Nathaniel Bean, who. 
from time to time, held Church services. Hearing of the need of 
some one to carry on the work at Vieqnes, he gave up his posi- 
tion under the British Colonial Government, and came to Vieques: 
to live. His services were well received, and he went to the 
United States, and entered St. Augustine’s College im 1889, to. 
study for the ministry. On the representation of Archdeacon 
Hutson, of the Church of England in St. Thomas, he was ordained 
in 1893 and returned to Vieques as Priest in Charge. Here 
he has remained ever since. He became totally blind about the 
vear 1897. and in 1905 resigned the charge of the Church of Al} 
Saints’ where for more than fifteen years he had rendered faithful 
and efficient service. He still lives in Vieques, a pension having 
been secured for him from the American Church: whieh renders him 
comfortable during his declining years, while precluded from 
active service by reason of his blindness. jek: 

Since his residence began in Vieques, the present incumbent has 
been enabled to bring near completion a commodious parish ha ll 
and rectory. He has been there now about a year and reports 
much earnestness and interest on the part of the people. On 
account of frequent removals, there have been many changes in 
the congregation, andfew who were there ten years ago are there 
now. The people are colored, and come from adjacent English 
and Danish islands. They are, as a rule. sober and industrious; 
the principal industry is sugar. The climate is particularly 
healthful, and there are many people there of advanced age.

REPORT OF PARISH HELPER, PONCE. 


My chief work during the past year has been to give religious 
instruction and as a help in that work to form classes for work 
or instruction; to visit the women, especially the sick; and to 
help in taking care of the church. 
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The Parish Guild was formed before I came to Ponce. It has a 
devotional meeting in the church once a month. The special 
work of the colored members is to keep clean the linen vestments, 
etc,, and they enjoy doing it. They have also been very faithful in 
cleaning and decorating the church. The ladies have met each 
week to work. Two sets of vestments, white and green, have 
been finished the past year for the parish, and one linen set for 
a gift; two stoles have been worked for the parish and one for 
an order; an alb, amice and surplice, and four cassocks have also 
been made for the parish, and a set of red vestments are well 
advanced. 4 

Creditable work has been done by a few young girls who met 
weekly. Three amice apparels have been worked on linen, and 
two pieces of church embroidery on silk, besides some plainer. 
work by the school children. 

At the Playa I have had a class that met weekly at which I 
have taught the Catechism in Spanish. The Sunday School there 
met first in a room in a fruit packing house that we were allowed 
to use, and when that had to be given up we met in the house 
of one of the women belonging to the class. There were twenty- 
four names on the roll and nearly all the members spoke Spanish, . 
most of the English-speaking people with whom the Playa mis- 
sion started having left for Cuba, Santo Domingo orSt. Thomas. 

We have had interesting work helping the girls who do drawn- 
work. They were wretchedly underpaid and we hoped to in- 
troduce the work in places where fair prices would be paid. 
Through friends in Orange, N. J. and the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
Cleveland, Ohio, and elsewhere, many orders for work were re- 
ceived. Starting witha capital of $50., we have paid out $1348.72 
for work done, over $200, is still due us, and about $100 worth 
is now being done for orders. Several of the best workers depend 
entirely upon this work, but the management of it takes much 
time and I have sometimes felt it might be spent better in what 
is more strictly church work. ae 4 

I have had the regular assistance of two members oi the Guild ~ 
in the care of the Altar etc, and much help from all.

San JUAN, PurerTO Rico, SEPT. 1905 To MAy 1906. 


Enrolled pupils 65. 

Average attendance 50. 

This year the school has been divided into three grades, the 
kindergarten conducted by Deaconess Weidensee, the interme- 
diate taught by Dolores Romanat, and main school. As the Kin- 
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dergarten children advanced from time to time they have been 
promoted into the intermediate and so on. 

We have combined the Spanish with English, Daily program: 

Short opening service of prayer, study of music and regular 
routine studies and Physical culture. A sewing class for the girls 
once a week in charge of Miss Weidensee, In addition to this we 
had a boys gymnasium class once a week, but not having the 
regular gymnasium apparatus we turned the class into a mili- 
tary drill and had the help of a trained soldier. 

The children’s homes have been visited by the teachers when 
the children were absent on account of sickness or other causes. 
The fund for the purchase of shoes is greatly appreciated by the 
little girls who would not go to school without shoes.

The name of the Rev. Frederick A. Warden was proposed, 
and, upon motion, it was | 


Resolved, That the Secretary cast one ballot for the Rev. Mr. |

This was done, and the Rev. Mr. Warden was declared 
elected. 
Upon motion by Mr. Henry W. Dooley, it was 


Resolved, That the alternate lay delegate be left to the appointment 
by the Bishop, 


who later appointed Mr. J. R. F. Savage. 
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The Treasurer's Report was omitted owing to absence. 

The Registrar, the Rev. Frederick A. Warden, reported 
that he had received a number of Diocesan journals and had 
placed them on file. 

The Standing Committee reported that there had been 
no meetings during the past year. 

The Chancellor made a verbal report, saying that his anes 
had been so light as scarcely to deserve a report, and that 
they were always pleasant. 

The Committee on Episcopal Support had no report. 

The Commtittee on Admission of New Parishes and Mis- 
sions had no report. 

The Committee on Sunday Schools reported: 

The work done last year, and reported upon, has been the means of 
opening the way to prepare for the acceptance of a very desirable 
uniformity in the matter of a course of instruction which shall open 
the minds of the Sunday-school scholars to see and understand the 
Church’s doctrine by the adoption of a system which shall bring out 
the Church’s year and Catechism. The Joint Diocesan Lessons are 
being translated into Spanish without charge for the Church in the 
Island of Cuba, and your Committee is of the opinion that it would be 
good for this jurisdiction if the Bishop could obtain copies of this 
translation for our use. Your Committee calls attention to a translation 
of the Bishop of Pittsburg’s Catechism of the Church’s year, which 
promises to be helpful in Sunday-school work.

A motion by the Rev. Frederick A. Warden, that the 
Report of the Committee on Sunday Schools be accepted, was 
carried. 

A verbal report by Mr. Henry W. Dooley, in the absence 
of the Chairman of the Commuttee on the Men's United Thank 
Offering, that good progress was being made, was accepted. 

The President announced that the corner-stone of the new 
Church of St. Luke, at Puerta de. Tierra, was to be laid the 
next day at 4 o’clock, and all lay delegates were invited to be 
there; the clergy were requested to come with their vest- 
ments. 
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The Committee on Spansh Hymnal and Translation of 
the Bible reported: 


Your committee beg to report that a Spanish hymnal has been pub- 
lished and issued, under the direction of the Right Rev. the Bishop and 
Mrs. Van Buren; also, that they consider the edition Cipriano Valera 
of the translation of the Bible, now in use in the jurisdiction, to be the 
best for general use.

Resolved, That we, the Clergy and Laity of the Third Annual Con- 
vocation of the Missionary District of Puerto Rico, assembled in the 
above Church, express our gratitude to God for our Bishop’s life and 
labors in our midst, congratulate him on his five years in that high and 
responsible office, assure him of our continued loyalty and devotion 
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to him, and pray that he may long be spared to exercise the office and 
work of a Bishop in the Church of God.

Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. Frederick A. War- 
den, the Rector of the Parish, assisted by the Rev. Leonard 
Read, the Bishop also being in the chancel. 

At 9 o'clock a. m. the President took the chair and called 
the Convocation to order. 

The minutes of the proceedings of the first day were then 
read and approved. i 

Reports from the various missionaries, teachers and work- 
ers were then called for. 

The Rev. Harvey P. Walter made a verbal report upon 
the work at Ponce. The Bishop enlarged upon this report and 
on the interesting work being done there. 

The Bishop then read a report from Miss Cuddy, teacher 
of the school in Ponce. (See Appendix III.) Mrs. Walter 
added some very interesting details about the work at Ponce. 

The Rev. David W. Bland read a report from Senorita 
Martinez, teacher of the school at Mayagiiez. (See Ap- 
pendix ITT.) 

The Rev. Mr. Bland also made a very full verbal report 
upon the work at Mayagtez. 

The Rev. Frederick A. Warden made a verbal report 
upon the work at San Juan. 

Deaconess Weidensee read a report upon her work at San 
Juan and at Puerta de Tierra. (See Appendix III.) 

Mr. Courtney C. Nairn made a verbal report on the work 
in general in the island. 

Mr. Henry W. Dooley made a verbal report on the nature 
of the work in San Juan and upon the difficulties of the work 
when the local conditions are so unknown to the Board of 
Missions in the United States. The Bishop also made some 
remarks endorsing Mr. Dooley’s idea. 

The Rev. Charles E. Snavely made a verbal report upon 
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the work at Puerta de Tierra, Aguas Buenas, Santurce, and 
the Leper Colony. 

Mr. Ernesto Rivera made a fuller verbal report upon the 
work in Santurce. 

The Bishop told the Convocation about the Porto Rican 
workers, both present and prospective. 

The Rev. Leonard Read read a report from Miss David- 
son, the Parish Helper at Vieques. (See Appendix III.) He 
also read a report upon his own work at Vieques. (See Ap- 
pendix ITI.) 


Upon the suggestion of the President, it was 


Resolved, That the Secretary write a-letter to the Rev. Joseph 
N. Bean, expressing the regret of the Convocation at the news of his 
impaired health and conveying to him its sympathy. 


The Committee on Special Missionary Bishops reported: 


Your committee, appointed to consider the proposed canon for the 
creation of special missionary bishops, begs to report that in its opinion 
the passage of a canon authorizing the consecration of special racial 
missionary bishops is unadvisable. We consider.that the plan sug- 
gested in the proposed canon for the more effective reaching of people 
of another race is unwise as giving rise to the very grave danger of 
schism. It seems to us that the present organization of the Church, 
with the aids at its command is sufficient to do this work effectively; 
and as there is no canon prohibiting the consecration of racial bishops, 
the proposed canon appears to us unnecessary. 

As, however, some closer touch between these other races and the 
Episcopate is essential, we would urge that the use of racial arch- 
deacons be greatly extended. 


Upon motion by the Rev. Harvey P. Walter, it was 
Resolved, That the report be accepted. 


The Finance Committee begged to be allowed to postpone 
till next year its report on the expenses of delegates to the 
General Convention, which was granted by the Convocation. 


Upon motion by the Rev. Harvey P. Walter, it was 


Resolved, That the order of business No. 21, appointed for 2.30 
o'clock, be made the order of business at once—1II.30 a. m. 


Upon motion by the Secretary, it was 


Resolved, That the number of JourNAts to be published be referred 
to the Secretary in conjunction with the Bishop.

Upon motion by the same: 


Resolved, That the time and place of meeting of the next Convo- 
cation be left to the discretion of the Bishop. 


Upon motion by the same: 


Resolved, That a vote of thanks be extended to the rector, wardens 
and vestry of the Parish of St. John the Baptist, for the courtesies and 
hospitality extended to the members of the Convocation. 


The Rev. Harvey P. Walter expressed a great desire for 
the extension of the work in Porto Rico, and made the sug- 
gestion that an Archdeacon might be created for the assistance 
of the Bishop. There was some discussion, and a resolution 
was offered by Mr. Henry W. Dooley as follows: 

Wuereas, There are a large number of communicants of the 
Church, scattered throughout the island, who are not served by any 
priests at present, owing to the distance and inconvenience of travel- 
ing; and 

Wuereas, There are many splendid opportunities for new mis- 
sions to be started and organized; therefore be it 


Resolved, That the Board of Missions be requested to appropriate 
sufficient funds to maintain two general missionaries in the island 
during the coming year; or at least one at present and the other as 
soon as the funds are available. 


Upon motion by the Rev. Harvey P. Walter, it was 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this Convocation that the General 
Convention be memorialized to grant the permissive use of either the 
Revised or the American Revised Version of the Holy Scriptures. 


Upon motion by the Rev. Frederick A. Warden, it was 


Resolved, That after the reading of the minutes and action on them, 
and Prayers and Benediction by the Bishop, the Convocation adjourn 
without day. 


The minutes were then read and approved, and, after 
Prayer and Benediction by the President, the Convocation 
adjourned without day.

APPENDIX. I. 


BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


AT THE THIRD ANNUAL CONVOCATION OF THE MISSIONARY 
District OF Porto Rico, SAN JUAN, JUNE 18, 1907. 


By THE RicHt REVEREND JAMES H. VAN Buren, D.D. 


We are met to-day, dear brethren, in annual convocation, 
not merely for the transaction of routine business, but for 
the increase of strength and courage for the work which lies 
before us. We are not merely to take account of the things 
done during the past year, nor yet to take counsel alone for 
the ways in which we can best do the work in the next year. 

We shall indeed be occupied in the transaction of the regu- 
lar business of the Convocation, but we shall have missed 
the higher purposes of our meeting if each one of us does not 
carry away from the Convocation a new vision of his or her 
personal responsibility, and of the importance of the contri- 
bution each one is commissioned to make toward the glorious 
manifestation of Christ and His Church, and of the Christian 
life, in the community where we live. | 

Let us fix our thoughts on these purposes; and, keeping 
them steadily in mind, we shall find new inspiration as we take 
counsel of one another touching the details of our service. 

We shall do well to remind ourselves first of all, that no 
conception of Christ and His Church, however glorious, will 
take deep and abiding hold upon the hearts of the people 
among whom we live and work, unless that conception be com- 
mended to their admiration and imitation by the fruits it 
begets in our own life and conduct. There is no eloquence of 
preaching, there is no splendor of ritual, there is no beauty 
of art or of architecture that speaks to the souls of men and 
women who want the real and perfect Christ, as speaks the 
strong, patient, helpful, unselfish life of the disciple of Christ. 

And, on the other hand, there is no Christian life and char- 
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acter that is to be depended on for such constant witness- 
bearing unless its springs and motives be renewed and fed from 
Christ the source, through constant communion with Him in 
the holy ways of His blessed Church, which is the fulness of 
Him that filleth all. : | 

Our position is a peculiar one, both in its privilege and 
in its difficulty. We are to manifest as the representatives of 
Christ a better and truer conception of Him than this island 
has ever known before. We bring no humanly-woven theory, 
we offer no Christ-obscuring devices, but Christ Himself. Not 
less truly is it spoken of all because it is spoken of the min- 
isters, “We beseech you in Christ’s stead, as though Christ did 
beseech you by us.” 

And this manifestation of the clear, unmistakable per- 
sonality of Christ we bring to a people who have for cen- 
turies been taught to regard the human Mother of Christ as 
having a more loving, tender heart than He. Christ and Him 
crucified we have to preach and manifest to a people who have 
had the great truth obscured, that “He is the one Mediator 
and propitiation for our sins.” 

And while we sometimes find ourselves oppressed by 
the weight of this so great responsibility, let us find inspira- 
tion in the thought of our privilege. Let us remember that 
whether we regard it as a privilege or as a responsibility, its 
importance cannot be overestimated. On us, dear brethren, 
in our several places and degrees, is this great gift bestowed 
that we should make known first of all the unsearchable riches 
of Christ, of Christ the one Mediator between God and man; 
of Christ the one and only Redeemer; of Christ who claims 
not a part of mankind but all mankind as His own, and says, 
“Tf I be lifted up, I will draw all men unto me.” - Let this 
deepen in us our sense of the dignity and honor and importance 
of our work; let it also inspire us to new and better ways of 
so carrying ourselves that men shall take knowledge of us 
that we have been with Him, that we live close to Him, that we 
are animated by Him, and that we are indeed His soldiers, 
His servants, His hands for serving mankind, His feet for 
walking the way of life. Here again it must be our warning 
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and our inspiration to remember that the Christian life and 
character are the one convincing and unanswerable argument. 

And as it is with that full, complete and well-rounded 
conception of Christ whose features we are to present in all 
their attractiveness and beauty, without excess or imperfection, 
so is it with the Church of Christ. That also we bring to the 
people of this island, in all its purity, grace and power. Lack- 
ing nothing in its historic character; tracing its continuity 
from Pentecost; simple yet entire in its sacramental ordering ; 
the heir of all the Christian ages, yet alive to the needs of the 
day ;—oh, what a privilege and responsibility is given into our 
hands! that we should be entrusted with the duty of revealing 
to the people among whom our lot is cast, that Church, of 
which the Divine Founder said, “The gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” 

Let us beware of any narrowing of our conception of 
God’s Church. Let us remember that we are commissioned to 
bring men and women and children into the membership of the 
great body of the faithful, the Holy Catholic Church of the 
creed, the heavenly Jerusalem and Church of the first-born, 
the goodly company of the baptized. And forasmuch as we 
live in a community where a misconception of the Apostolic 
Church has for centuries prevailed, let us count it our privi- 
lege and our responsibility to so disclose and reveal to men the 
truth concerning their heavenly Father’s home on earth and in 
heaven that they will see their heritage and enter into it in all 
its fulness of blessing and of duty. 

In pointing out how we may best commend to men the 
one Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church, I am sure you will 
not misunderstand me when I say that no argument can pos- 
sibly compare with the spiritual life and loving service of the 
members and ministers of the Church, as a means of com- 
mending to them the fulness of their inheritance. No power 
of preaching can equal the power and persuasiveness of the 
- witness-bearing Christian life. No dignity of public worship 
nor pomp of stateliest ceremonial can so warm the cold heart 
or feed the hungry soul, as the ministering hand and the ten- 
der, true and holy life of the disciple. 
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Nor do we bear this witness to a people who have merely 


received a distorted and partial idea of the truth. We must 


not forget that multitudes in this island have practically no 
conception whatever of the Christian life and Christian truth. 
To bring the ministrations of Christ and His Church to Porto 
Rico means not only to remove misconceptions, but also in 
large part to minister to multitudes who have had none of the 
privileges of the Church and who are practically without God 
and having no hope in the world. | 

From this it is clear that our mission, so far as it con- 


cerns the people of Porto Rico, is not so much to combat. 


error as to manifest the truth. With all loyalty to that truth, 
“as this church hath received the same,” let us seek rather to 
be at peace with fellow-Christians than to antagonize them, 
rather to cultivate kindly relations with those who differ from 
us in their conception of the truth whether they be Roman 


or Protestant in name, than to be at strife with them, when 


there is so much to do, so many to seek, so large a part of the 
land not yet obedient to the Lard and Maker of us all. 

The difficulty of bringing our message to those who do 
not understand our language, and whose language we our- 
selves at best so imperfectly speak, suggests the need of our 
training up a native ministry. Here and there young men 
offer themselves for service, and it has been a subject of no 


little thought and study, on the part of your Bishop, how to: 
avail ourselves of such native helpers, how to train and edu-' 
cate them for effecitve work and for Holy Orders. To send 


them to the States for a college and seminary course involves 
not only a heavy expense in money, but a previous training in 
English. It seems as though we can only meet the difficulty 


by establishing a Theological School, working, in a larger way, 


along lines similar to those pursued by the Rev. Mr. Snavely, 
who has had under training during the past year two young 


men who have been of great help to him at Puerta de Tierra, 
and are now of still greater efficiency there and at Aguas 
Buenas. The Rev. Mr. Read reports another young man who 
is looking toward our ministry, and whom both he and I. 


have encouraged to persevere, although, as I have said, the 
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way is not clear to carrying forward his education. The Rev. 
_ Mr. Bland ‘reports still another, and surely it will not be wise 
in us to turn away material of this kind, which may be made 
serviceable, if by any means we can employ them and train 
them to carry to their own people the gospel of our blessed 
Lord. 

During the past winter it has been a part of my work to 
bring to publication a Spanish Hymnal, the material for which 
was prepared by my wife and myself nearly three years ago. 
We had laid aside the work for lack of funds necessary to 
publish it; but now, by the generous gift of $1,200 from a 
gentleman in Philadelphia, the book is published in two edi- 
tions, one with music and the other with words only. 

In this hymnal will be found 203 hymns, mostly taken 
from the book published by the American Tract Society, but 
with the best tunes now in use in our Church; the Amens have 
been added, and all the chants pointed for singing and set to 
music. The hymns are also arranged in the order of the 
Christian Year after the manner of our American Hymnal. 

Work has been begun on the erection of the new church 
building for St. Luke’s Parish, at Puerta de Tierra, on a lot 
which has been bought and paid for. It is my belief that with 
the accommodations which this building will afford, the fine 
work which Mr. Snavely and his fellow-workers have been 
doing there, will pass on to greater and greater efficiency. 

At Mayaguez a church building is needed, and it is my 
hope that no very long time will elapse before the really won- 
. derful mission of St. Andrew’s which Mr. Bland and his corps 
of helpers have been administering, will have the buildings they 
so sorely need. | 

At Vieques, Rev. Mr. Read, Miss Davidson and a devoted 
Parish have found ways of developing the Church’s life beyond 
our best expectations, and to this result the new Parish House 
has been of great assistance. We hear, with regret, of the 
illness of the Rev. Mr. Bean at Vieques and unite in praying 
for his welfare. 

At Aguas Buenas a new mission, called the Church of the 
Advent, has opened with abundant promise under Mr. Snave- 
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ly’s fostering care; and at this point Mr. Cuellar, a young 
Porto Rican, is rendering excellent service, Mr. Bowser, Mr. 
Dana and other laymen and women having taken up the work 
with a loyalty and earnestness that call for our heartiest 
praise. 

Here in San Juan the Church of St. John the Baptist has 
a record of faithful service that may well be placed as the 
beginnings of a goodly history. And while we parted re- 
luctantly with Rev. Mr. Mitchell, we have rejoiced in the com- 
ing of the present rector, Rev. Mr. Warden, who brings to 
the service a deep and earnest devotion that ought to carry 
forward the Parish to greater and greater usefulness. 

Here also Miss Weidensee, our Deaconess, and Miss 
Romanat have kept the school work at an excellent degree of 
effectiveness, besides the special work for which, as a Deacon- 
ess, Miss Weidensee has special gifts and training. 

At La Carmelita we have been compelled to suspend work 
because there was no one who could be appointed there, 
although the Board of Missions appropriated $1,200 for the 
stipend if a missionary could be found who could minister in 
the Spanish language. We are holding several acres of land 
there on a ninety-nine years’ lease, and it is my hope that the 
suspended activity at La Carmelita will not be a permanent 
condition. 

At Ponce, most excellent work under the Rev. Mr. Walter 
is going on amid conditions that are in some ways very dis- 
couraging. It is all the more to be thankful for that he and 
his wife and Miss Cuddy, who has now completed five years - 
of teaching in Porto Rico, have done so well and reached 
results so surprising and satisfactory. In Ponce, the Memorial 
Hospital of St. Luke the Beloved Physician has been built dur- 
ing the past year at a cost of some $17,000, contributed by — 
friends in the States and in Porto Rico, and is now nearly 
ready to begin its gracious work. © 

While it is hoped that the Hospital will evchindlls become 
self-supporting to a great extent, it may be proper to say 
that the Board of Missions has appropriated for the first year 
$1,000 toward its support, a friend has pledged another $1,200, 
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and not only intends to contribute the same amount each year 
during her lifetime, but also has provided in her will a legacy 
of $50,000, the income tobe used for the maintenance of the 
Hospital after her death. 

It will be remembered that we drew up a Constitution 
and Canons for the Missionary District of Porto Rico at the 
meeting of the Convocation two years ago. By the General 
Canons of the Church it is necessary that the House of Bishops 
authorize this Constitution and these Canons before they can 
become operative. As there is every reason to believe this 
will be done at the time of the General Convention in the com- 
ing October at Richmond, Va., it is probable that the time is 
not far distant when we shall have our own laws and not be 
dependent, as we are at present, upon the Constitution and 
Canons of the Diocese of West Virginia, which we adopted 
as provided and required by the General Canons. 

At the General Convention, as you are aware, the Mis- 
sionary Thank-Offering of the men of the Church will be 
made,—a thank-offering for three hundred years of American 
Christianity. 

It is the aim of those who have the charge of this imatter 
to have the amount of one million and three-quarters raised 
by the men of the Church for Missions, as their thank-offering. 
Should this be done, the benefit derived by the Church’s Mis- 
sions in all parts of the world would indeed be great. But 
great as that advantage would be,’it is not to be compared 
with the good it would do to the Church itself as a revelation 
of the great, unselfish heart of the Church; as a recognition 
of God who gives men the power to get wealth; as a denial 
that money for itself alone is man’s highest motive; and as a 
witness to the world that Christian men care more for the 
extension of God’s kingdom on earth than they do for the 
treasure they can dig out of the earth! 

This Missionary District is entitled to send one clerical 
and one lay delegate to the General Convention, and those 
delegates are to be elected by this Convocation. It is cus- 
tomary for conventions in the Dioceses to provide for the 
expenses of those attending the General Convention by appro- 
priating for that purpose. It should be the custom of the con-

vocation in missionary districts to do the same. The traveling 
expenses of the Missionary Bishops to and from the General 
Convention are paid by the Board’of Missions, but it is for 
you to consider whether you will devise some way by which 
your clerical and lay deputy may be similarly relieved of per- 
sonal expense for their journey, entertainment and return. 

During the months of April and May of this year it was 
my privilege to administer confirmation for the Bishop of 
the Diocese of Newark, who was ill from overwork. Through 
the willingness of the clergy of that Diocese to accept the 
services of a substitute I confirmed twenty-two classes, with 
a total of 426 persons. It was a source of great satisfaction 
that the Bishop was able to resume and carry forward the 
remainder of his work for the year. 

In this connection it may not be amiss to say that I do 
not think the Church realizes what an enormous amount of 
toil it exacts from its Diocesan Bishops. If one will consider 
the demands of a great Diocese upon the time and strength of 
its Bishop, the unceasing correspondence, the personal inter- 
views, the numberless committees, the travel, the absence of 
home life, the parochial visitations and all the numberless 
details of administration that come upon him, it will be realized 
how little energy and how little time are left for that consecu- 
tive study and meditation which should bear fruit in the intel- 
lectual Christian leadership which the Church has a right to 
expect from its Bishops. 

In the life of a Missionary Bishop the burden of admin- 
istration is not so heavy, nor is it the same as in the case of 
a Diocesan. But there is given to the Missionary Bishop the 
choice between seeing his work crippled or stopped for lack of 
money; or, on the other hand, of going from parish to parish 
in person to plead for the funds for planting the Church in 
new fields. 

Should the men’s thank-offering result in relieving Mis- 
sionary Bishops of this necessity, and should it result further 
in stimulating the giving power to a point where such relief 
will be permanent, then possibly we may find a way for Mis- 
sionary Bishops to preach missionary sermons unhampered by 
any thought of the collection that is to follow; but more im- 
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portant still than that, we may find our Missionary Bishops 
able to stay by their work more uninterruptedly ; and, certainly 
not less important, we may find them more often able to share 
the burdens of overworked Diocesan Bishops by. such aid as 
in this instance it was my great pleasure and privilege to 
render. 

The Church of our love is not a hard taskmaster, but 
one thing is certain, the Church will never secure the highest 
type of Christian service and leadership from its Bishops so 
long as, from thoughtlessness, it requires them to “leave the 
Word of God and serve tables.” In the hands of many of 
the sons and daughters of the Church, God has placed wealth, 
abundant wealth for the efficient administration of the Church. 
Let that wealth once be consecrated by the thought that it is a 
trust received from God to be used wisely and faithfully for 
Him, and give to the Bishops freedom to lead God’s hosts to 
victory, and we shall see clergy and people gladly following, 
to measures of benediction in fields that are new and unoccu- 
pied; and in places where hosannas languish, they shall break 
forth into singing and renew their youth. 

Such consecration must follow upon any adequate con- 
ception of the meaning, purpose and nature of God’s holy, 
Catholic Church, the home of His redeemed, the manifesta- 
tion of the kingdom of heaven. Such consecration can only 
come when men cast away small, narrow conceptions of the 
Church, and realize its magnificent inclusiveness as the one 
great family of the children of God, “the blessed company of 
all faithful people!” Such enlargement of the spiritual vision 
can only come by living nearer to Him who says, “I, if I be 
lifted up, will draw all men unto me.”

And now, dear brethren, commending you to God, and 
the Word of His grace, who is able to do exceeding abund- 
antly above all that we ask or think, according to the power 
that worketh in us, and with deepest gratitude to you and to 
all in the home land who have helped to make the success of 
the years that are past, and with good hope for the time to 
come, I bid you remember and adopt as your own the saying 
of our blessed Lord, “I must work the works of Him that 
sent me while it is day; the night cometh wherein no man 
can work.”

REPORT OF PAROCHIAL SCHOOL, ST. ANDREW’S; 
MAYAGUEZ, P. R. 


For the year ending May 1, 1907. 


St. Andrew’s School opened this year with an enrolment of 96, 
which gradually increased to 146, with an average attendance of I15. 

Through the employment of Senorita Paulina Ramirez as assistant 
teacher, and the help given by Mrs. Bland until her regrettable illness, 
we were enabled to divide the school into three grades: the kinder- 
garten, taught by Mrs. Bland; the intermediate, by Miss Ramirez, and 
the main school, by myself, - 

In March Miss Adela Rivera took temporary charge of the lower 
school in Mrs. Bland’s place, who, we hope, will be able to resume her 
work at the new term. 
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The Rev. D. W. Bland, Priest-in-Charge, has regularly taken the 
opening and closing exercises each day, English and Spanish classes, 
Scripture and Singing. 

A class for plain sewing and letter-markimg has been held four 
times a week. We hope to increase the usefulness of this class next 
term 

Some of the children are showing marked improvement in their 
studies, and our discipline is producing very excellent results in their 
behavior, both at the school and at the church. ; 

Frequent visits have been made to the children’s homes; and 
absentees have been carefully inquired after. 

We need a fund with which to help the poorer children with 
clothes and shoes.

DEACONESS WEIDENSEE’S REPORT. 


Variety has characterized the occupation of the Deaconess during 
the past year. Her affiliation with St. John’s relative to work has been 
largely the care of the altar and its appointments and of the choir 
vestments. The irregular exodus of members of these guilds has 
made an active organization impossible. 

The Spanish Sunday School has been under the sole care of the 
Deaconess as stiperintendent, organist, secretary and treasurer. The 
attendance, an average of 32, while not large, has been very regular, 
and their first offerings with the Easter mite boxes credit us at the 
Mission House with the sum of $12. The effort to keep and increase 
the number of adult attendants at the Spanish services resolved itself 
into a week-night service, which is held in the basement of the Church 
and is being conducted by the able and kindly assistance of Mr. Paul 
Reinhardt. To drill the boy choir and be organist for Sunday Spanish 
services has been a part of the Deaconess’s work. An active assistance 
in two Sunday schools and four services. has been a regular Sunday 
privilege, the second Sunday school and one service being in St. Luke’s, 
Puerta de Tierra. ; 

Calls have been made repeatedly on the Spanish contingent; calls 
among the American congregation have been frequent when illness was 
known to be in the household. 

The Church Mission School has accommodation for 60 pupils—the 
enrolment reached 82, giving a regular attendance of 52 the entire 
school year. The hearty response from the States of boxes of second- 
hand. clothing has made it quite possible to provide the deficiencies 
and keep a regular attendance. The garments were sold at a very low 
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price, yet supplied a fund for the purchase of shoes. Twenty-five cents 
was required for shoes per pair; this removed the danger of partiality 
or misunderstanding among the children. 

All the services held at the Naval Station have been attended by 
the Deaconess. 

Beside the Sunday assistance given in St. Luke’s, there has been 
the activity of the Woman’s and Junior Auxiliaries. Mrs. Snavely 
kindly assisted in the mapping out and developing of their work. A 
steady growth has been possible only through the use of the rectory 
and the sewing machine. Our resources are very limited; nearly one 
year ago I wrote to the Church Missions House for boxes of second- 
hand summer clothing. Miss Emery spread the appeal and three boxes 
were sent us. One was used for the Shoe Fund in our Church Mission 
School in the city; the others used in Puerta de Tierra, where there 
was need, beside the sale, netting the Woman’s Auxiliary $17. A mail 
budget of infants’ garments was sent us by the Junior Auxiliary of 
St. Thomas’ Church, Newark, N. J. This kindly interest from the 
home land has been “the cup of cheer’ to the missionaries. To sum 
up a year’s work could only be to enumerate the lines of activity 
requiring the energy and help of a Deaconess, Altar Guild, Choir 
Mother, member of choir, drilling of Spanish choir, Organist, Super- 
intendent of and Teacher in Sunday School, Day School ‘Teacher, 
Patron of Relief Fund, Nursing, Woman’s Auxiliary, Junior Auxiliary, 
calling. Variety and opportunity cheerfully encountered “In His 
Name.”

MISS DAVIDSON’S REPORT. 


Since coming to Vieques last year I have been trying to teach 
some neglected children, also giving religious instruction to older peo- 
ple and helping to put the Church in proper order for reverent service. 

A class of seven or eight children has met in the mornings to 
learn to read and write, and Saturday afternoons to sew; and three 
older girls have been coming three evenings a week for lessons, and 
also for instruction for confirmation. Several others have come for 
instructions at different times, but they have had to take work away 
from the town. 

I have had a small Sunday school class for children before the 
tt o’clock service, and a Bible class for men and women in the after- 
noon. The latter is quite well attended, and the people seem much 
interested. 

We have had several small entertainments with games and magic

lantern, some for the children, others for older people, and one after 
Easter with music and recitations by the men of the choir, which was 
creditable and much enjoyed. 

I have been obliged to take a few orders for drawn work, though 
unable to find sufficiently good workers in Vieques to make it a means 
of livelihood for them. The profits have enabled us to have the 
exterior of the Church painted, which was much needed. 

One of the women has helped faithfully in keeping the Church in 
order and supplying flowers, and another has learned to do the altar 
work and prepare for services.

REV. LEONARD READ’S REPORT. 


Since my report last year I am very thankful to be able to report 
that the new Rectory and Parish Hall in connection with our Church 
has been completed and has been also covered outside with one coat 
of paint. This Rectory is very conveniently situated, overlooks the 
Bay of Porto Mula and stands in the Church land between the sea and 
the Church, the side nearest to the church being the Parish Hall, a 
room of 13 by 38 feet, which has been used on several occasions already 
for congregational gatherings, and for Sunday and day school classes, 
and also for the sewing instructions conducted by Miss Davidson. 

We have not yet the means to furnish this Parish Hall, but for 
the occasions above referred to, we have borrowed the benches from 
the Church, and tables and chairs, etc., from the Rectory. We hope, 
however, sat an early date that we may be enabled to complete the | 
fitting up of this hall so as also to utilize it for a congregational library, 
towards which we have already some few small volumes. 

As in this town there is no library whatever and very few residents 
are possessed of books of reference, this library might be made of 
very. considerable local utility, and we should highly esteem the gift 
of any useful books in either English, Spanish or French, as all are 
used in this Parish. It is hoped soon to hold services in French. 

Services are held in the Church in English and Spanish, and they 
are fairly well attended. The people, although very earnest and de- 
voted, are «all of the laboring class, and some of the very poorest, and 
quite unable to support the expenses of the Parish. So, when, two and 
a half years ago, I took charge, upon the retirement from active service 
of the late Rector, the Rev. J. N. Bean, through blindness, I felt it was 
almost hopeless to expect ever to obtain means to secure the execution 
of the necessary improvements and maintenance, but our prayers have 
been wonderfully answered, with our Bishop’s help and approval, and 
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the funds which Miss Davidson has been accumulating by her philan- 
thropic work in the profitable disposal in the States of the beautiful 
drawn work of Porto Rican women. ‘ 

The Rev. W. Watson, late Rector of Holy Trinity Church, Ponce, 
paid us a visit in the fall last year, and our Church was improved by a 
much needed ventilator in the roof, a new altar and lights and new 
lamps for the body of the Church, and when he went to the States 
some friends gave donations so that our Church is now painted inside 
and outside and presents, even before the new fence is finished, a very 
beautiful appearance, calculated to lead the careless to thoughtfulness 
and the thoughtful to more earnestness. 

The interior of the Church has been adorned with altar curtains 
and brackets, vases for the altar, eucharistic vestments, cottas and 
cassocks for the choir and an harmonium, and a new font to replace 
the druggist’s mortar which served the purpose previously. So, with 
such encouragement, we may safely hope for the much needed water 
spouting and cistern and the books and fitting for the Parish Hall. 

Besides these matters temporal there are also matters spiritual of 
very encouraging nature. Among those who have attended our serv- 
ices have been some who are not members of our Church, some belong- 
ing to the Wesleyan Methodist Society, and one of these, holding a 
local preacher’s license, was to have been received into our com- 
munion, but was just at that time called away to the bedside of an 
aged mother, and it was the Bishop’s privilege to receive and welcome 
him a few weeks later elsewhere. 

Another young man, a Roman Catholic, and previously some years 
studying in a Jesuit college, has also been received into our com- 
munion, and has assisted Miss Davidson in preparing an elaborate 
Church Catechism in Spanish. 

And among the marriages performed there was one between a 
couple aged 78 and 68, who had lived together just a quarter of a 
century, and the bridegroom is to be confirmed in a few weeks.

ORDER OF BUSINESS OF TFHE CONVOCATION OF 
PORTO -RICO. 


Order of Business First Day of the Convocation. 


1. At 8.30 a. m., Celebration of the Holy Communion. 

2. At the conclusion of the Holy Communion, .the Bishop shall 
take the Chair and call the Convocation to order. 

3. Election of a Secretary by ballot. 

4. Roll call by the Secretary, the List to be provided by the Bishop. 

5. Appointment by the Bishop of a Committee on Qualifications, to 
whom shall be referred any questions touching membership. Undis- 
puted names and credentials to be acted on at once without debate. 
Questions raised or referred to the Convocation by the Committee on 
Qualifications to be laid aside temporarily. 

6. A constitutional quorum being present, in both orders, the 
President shall declare the Convocation organized for business. 

7. The President shall announce the appointment of the following: 

(a) The Chancellor. 

(b) A Committee on the Admission of new Parishes and 
Missions, to consist of one clergyman and one layman. 

(c) The Committee on Finance, to consist of the Bishop, the 
Treasurer, and one other. 

(d) A Committee on Unfinished Business. 

(e) A Committee on Nominations. 

(f) The Standing Committee. 

(g) The Auditing Committee of three. 

8. The receiving and referring of papers relating to the admission 
of new Parishes and Missions. - . 

9. Report of Committee on Qualifications temporarily laid aside. 
Action to be taken immediately after discussion. 

‘10. Presentation of any subject that is to be referred without 
debate, to special committees for their subsequent report. 

11. At 2.30 p. m., the Elections of Officers and Committees, the 
Committee on Nominations having their report ready to offer, and the 
election to follow immediately; other nominations being always in 
order. The President shall announce what elections are to follow, viz.: 

(a) Treasurer. 

(b) Registrar. 

(c) Delegates to the General Convention (in Convention 
years). 

(d) Committee on Constitution and Canons (see Canon 13), 

to consist of two clergymen and one layman. 
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(e) Committee of three members, on the creation and increase 
of the fund for support of a bishop. 
(f) Other elections, if there are any. 
12. At three o’clock the Bishop’s Annual Address, unless he shall 
prefer some other time. 
13. Reference of any subject in the Bishop’s address to special or 
regular committee, by motion. 
14. Reports and action on them as follows: 
(a) By the Treasurer. 
(b) By the Registrar. 
(c) By the President of the Standing Committee. 
(d) By the Chancellor. 
(e) By the Committee on Episcopal Support. 
(f) By the Committee on Admission of New Parishes and 
Missions. 
(g) By any other Officer or Committee of the Convocation. . 
15. Miscellaneous business. 
16. Adjournment to the second day. 


Order of Business Second Day of Convocation. 


17. Morning Prayer at 8.30 a. m., by appointment of the Bishop. 

18. Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, and action on 
them. | 

19. The finishing of business under consideration at time of ad- 
journment the day before, if any. 

.20. Reports from the several Missionaries, the Teachers, and other 
workers in the several parts of the District; each to occupy not more 
than ten minutes, unless by vote of the Convocation extending the 
time. These reports may be verbal or written, and:shall be called for | 
by the President of the Convocation. 

21. Reports of any special committees on matters referred to them 
during the session. . 

22. At 2.30 p. m., miscellaneous business. 

23. Reading of the Minutes, action on them, and after Prayers and 
Benediction, by the President, adjournment without day, unless another 
day is necessary for finishing the business. In that case the above shall 
be the order. 


RULES OF ORDER. , 


I. The usual courtesies of parliamentary observance shall govern 


at all times: 
II. No person shall speak more than twice in.the same debate, 
without leave of the Convocation, nor more than once until others 
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desiring to speak shall have spoken, but the mover of a resolution shall 
have the privilege of closing the debate. 

IIJ. All special committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise specified in the motion calling for appointment of the 
committee. . , 

IV. No motion shall be entertained unless and until reduced to 
writing, and seconded by another than the mover, and handed to the 
Secretary,. with the mover’s name appended. 

V. When a question is before the Convocation, it shall be in 
order 

(a) To lay on the table. 

(b) To postpone to a fixed time. 

(c) To postpone indefinitely. 

(d) To limit debate by taking a vote at a fixed time, or by a 

vote determining the time allowed for each speaker. 

(e) To commit. 

(f) To amend. 
Motions for any of these proceedings shall be in the order of prece- 
dence as named, and a question on any of these shall be decided before 
the original motion, which shall then be put, as altered or not. 

VI. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which 
they are proposed. A motion amending an amendment may be enter- 
tained, but no second amendment to an amendment can be entertained. 
A substitute for the whole may be received and acted upon, provided 
the substitute be on the same subject. 

VII. A motion to lay on the table is to be taken at once without 
debate. 

VIII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order when no 
member is speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 

IX. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Convocation, in which case a majority or a tie. shall 
sustain the President’s decision. 

X. With the consent of the Convocation, the mover may at any 
time withdraw a motion which has not been put on its passage, in 
which case it shall not appear upon the Minutes. 

XI. An address or communication from the Bishop shall be in 
order at any time. 

XII. A motion to reconsider may be made by one who has voted 
in the majority on its passage, but such motion can be carried only by 
a two-thirds vote of the members present. 

XIII. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Con- 
vocation may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole. 

XIV. In a vote by Orders, if the delegates from a parish or 
mission are equally divided, the vote shall be cast, and marked 
“divided.” And such vote shall not be considered as affecting the 
decision of the question one way or the other. 
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
